TOBACCO SALES

The legal age to purchase 
tobacco is staying put in Co- 
hasset. 

The Cohasset Board of 
Health voted unanimously 
(3-0) to adopt tobacco regu- 
lations during the Tuesday, 
June 10 meeting, enacting a 
pharmacy ban (effective Jan. 
1, 2015) restricting e-ciga- 
rettes, and keeping the legal 
purchasing age at 18, despite 
nearby towns like Scituate 
recently upping the age to 21. 

Board of Health agent Fe- 
lix Zemel noted that 20 Mas- 
sachusetts towns, including 
Scituate, have changed to 21, 
while others have gone to 19. 
Watertown recently went up 
to 19, but the city’s board of 
health will meet next week to 
reconsider making it 21, said 
Zemel, “based upon the ra- 
tionale” of statistics showing 
that “95 percent of those who 
are under 18 who admit to 
smoking obtain their tobac- 
co products from someone 
under the age of 21,” while 
“about 95 to 98 percent of 
people who admitted to being 
chain smokers in adulthood 
started under age 21. 

“We’re protecting kids un- 
der 18 by cutting off their 
supply chain," Zemel added. 

The health board mem- 
bers were weary to alter the 
purchasing age, however. 

Elizabeth Kirk said, “While 
I recognize the merits of rais- 
ing the age to 21, 1 don’t feel 
like I’m in the position to 
stand in front of the town and 
say, ‘This is what the town 
should do.’” 

Robin Lawrence was 
against the proposed age hike 
as a matter of principle, since 
people can serve in the mili- 
tary at age 18. 

“I still feel strongly about 
those young men and women 
put in harm’s way at age of 
18,” said Lawrence, adding, 
“Five of our soldiers died to- 
day in Afghanistan; maybe 
three of them were smok- 
ers.” 

The regulations also ban 
the sale of tobacco products

Police investigated at two- 
vehicle crash on Chief Jus- 
tice Cushing Highway 
(Route 3A) by Leo’s Gulf 
Station on Monday (June 2) 
around 8:37 a.m.

The Falmouth woman 
was cited for failure to yield 
to oncoming traffic. The op- 
erator of the Altima, a 29- 
year-old Brazilian man, was 
not at fault, but investiga- 
tion revealed he did not 
have a license. His car was 
towed and he is being sum- 
monsed to Quincy District 
Court to face the criminal 
charge of operating without 
a license.

Should Cohasset try the PARCC test? 



School board 
to vote

The Cohasset School 
Committee will decide 
whether or not to test-drive 
the new PARCC assessment 
standardized test next year 
instead of taking the MCAS. 

According to Superin- 
tendent Barbara Cataldo, 
the Massachusetts Compre- 
hensive Assessment System 
test (MCAS) is being phased 
out across the state in favor 
of PARCC, which stands for 
Partnership for Assessment 
of Readiness for College and 
Careers. The PARCC, which 
is online-based, is in line 
with state Common Core 
standards for math and 
English competency. 

Schools have the option to 
test drive PARCC for grades 
’ three through eight next 
spring in place of the 
MCAS. The school commit- 
tee will vote on this at an 
upcoming meeting; Ca+aldo 
said they have until June 30 
to decide whether to go with 
PARCC. 

During the June 4 School 
Committee meeting, Catal- 
do said that she learned 
during a recent meeting of 
South Shore superintend- 
ents that some schools are 
holding off on PARCC be- 
cause they “don’t have 
enough technology” to ad- 
minister an all-online test. 
Some want to remain with 
MCAS for a final year. 

“Everybody has a different 
reason” for wanting to go 
with MCAS or PARCC, 
Cataldo said.

The state will vote in Oc- 
tober on whether PARCC 
will be the new standard- 
ized test moving forward. 
“There is no guarantee it 
will be the PARCC,” said 
Cataldo. “But it will not be 
the MCAS.” 

Either way, the superin- 
tendent added, there will be 
no MCAS by the 2016 
school year. The 2015 test- 



drive will take place during 
a “hold harmless” period, so 
a bad score won’t count 
against a student. 

Cataldo thinks test-dri- 
ving PARCC would be “ad- 
vantageous.” 

“It will give us a preview 
of what will be forthcoming 
and give a measure of where 
the strengths, weaknesses 
and gaps are, and what we 



will need to further fortify 
our curriculum,” the super- 
intendent said. 

Since schools that try 
PARCC early will be held 
harmless, Curriculum Di- 
rector Louise Demas said 
that Cohasset has nothing to 
lose. “We can only gain.” 

School Committee chair- 
man Paul Ognibene said 
that before the board takes a 



vote, he would like to know 
what peer school districts 
outside of Cohasset’s “geo- 
graphic peer group” are 
leaning. 

“What are the other top 
ten schools doing?” Og- 
nibene asked, referring to 
schools that, like Cohasset, 
rated high in the Boston 
magazine and U.S. News 
and World Report rankings. 



“It would be interesting to 
see.” 

Cataldo said she would 
reach out to peer districts 
and report back to the com- 
mittee.

50 Years of Excellence and

On June 16, 1964 the Massachusetts Legislature ap- 
proved a bill that established the University of Massa- 
chusetts Boston. Two days later, on June 18. Governor 
Endicott Peabody signed the bill into law. 

Fifty years later, UMass Boston remains committed 
to its primary responsibility: providing educational op- 
portunities, academic excellence, and high value for stu- 
dents. These advantages include small classrooms led by 
full professors at the top of their fields and opportunities 
to engage in exploration and research at both the under- 
graduate and graduate levels. 

UMass Boston remains committed to its founders' 
mission, even though much has changed at Bostons pub- 
lic university over the past 50 years. Since the first 1,000 
students were admitted in 1965, UMass Boston has grown 
into an institution of more than 16,000 students enrolled 
in more than 175 undergraduate, graduate, doctoral, and 
certificate programs in the university's 11 colleges and 
graduate schools. 

And UMass Boston continues to broaden the opportu- 
nity it provides for a first-rate education, adding academic 
programs at the undergraduate and graduate levels, as 
well as professional development courses and programs 
in the College of Advancing and Professional Studies 
(CAPS).

life-altering trip to Peru

Charles Steele, a resident of 
Cohasset, was the Valedictori- 
an of the class of 2014 at 
Thayer Academy in Brain- 
tree. Charlie had a 4.30 cu- 
mulative GPA and will be at- 
tending the University of 
Michigan Engineering Col- 
lege in the fall. Charlie deliv- 
ered the following, very mov- 
ing speech about his senior 
project trip to an orphanage 
in Peru at the Thayer gradu- 
ation on Saturday June 7th. 

During the last two weeks 
of May, I traveled to Peru as 
part of my Thayer Academy 
Senior Project, an opportu- 
nity for all seniors to pursue 
an area of interest during 
their last month of senior 
year. On this trip I visited 
Inca archeological sites, ex- 
plored Cusco, worked in the 
quinoa fields of an agricul- 
tural village, and volun- 
teered at an orphanage. 

Five days ago, a group of 
classmates and I shared a 
moment in Peru that has 
already had a tremendous 
effect on my outlook on life. 
To properly explain the sig- 
nificance of this moment, I 
must begin by recounting 
some of our experiences 
during the 11 days leading 
up to it. During the second 
day of the trip, our group of 
14 visited an orphanage in 
■ Cusco. When we arrived, we 
walked through the white 
metal gates and were imme- 
diately greeted by a crowd 
of excited, and boisterous 
children. They quickly 
snatched the crayons, mark- 
ers, construction paper and 
notebooks from our hands 
before overwhelming us with 
affectionate hugs. Their en- 
ergy was endless. 

These children were easily 
entertained; they found 
amusement in everything 
..from playing with the plastic 
, dips on Bridget’s backpack 
.' to trying, and mostly failing, 
to steal the soccer ball from 
Chris. As we stood on the 
cracked concrete of the 
courtyard and embraced 
their enjoyment of our pres- 
ence, it became apparent to 
me that these children were 
not accustomed to receiving 
i this kind of attention. Their 
, lack of material possessions 
» was even more obvious. After 
_ about 20 minutes, we paired 
up and were assigned to a 
mother and group of about 
10 children for whom she 
. was responsible. The kids 
t from my group eagerly 
l grabbed my hands and 
pulled me up the stairs and 
~ r into their home: a small 
.j .apartment with one kitchen, 
t a cramped family room, one 
‘ bathroom, and plenty of 
, .bunk beds, all for one house 
mother and ten kids. 

Over the next two hours, I 
served as an expert artist as 
well as a human canvas; 
good thing the markers we 
used were washable. I drew 
everything from cats to 
Christmas trees to houses; 
and the children eagerly 
copied my every sketch as if I 
were the master of crayon 
art. My classmates and I re- 
turned to the orphanage two 
more times, and with each 
trip we grew closer with the 
children in our respective 
houses. One day, as we sat in 
the grass, picnicking with the 
children and mothers, Nolan 
made a remark that summed 
up the opinion of our entire 
group: “I don’t know how I 
am going to leave these kids.” 
Me neither. Having learned 
that Daniel, a three year-old 
hoy in my group, had been 
found wandering the street 
by himself only five days be- 
fore we arrived, I knew that 
leaving the orphanage would 
be extremely depressing. My 
classmates and I found it in- 
comprehensible how one 
could even think about aban-

doning a young, helpless tod- 
dler. 

On our last day in Peru, we 
made our final visit to the or- 
phanage. As we played with 
the children in the courtyard, 
our travel van pulled up be- 
hind the white fence. When 
Mayeli, a 4-year-old girl, 
asked me, “dCuando vas a re- 
gresar?” or “When will you 
return”, I found it extremely 
difficult to give her an an- 
swer. We said our goodbyes, 
and drove away; the sight of 
countless children crowded 
against the cold metal gates 
waving to us as we departed 
is permanently ingrained in 
my memory. Overwhelming. 
The silent van became a 
place for reflection. I thought 
about what our departure 
meant for the children, and 
what it meant for us. We 
would return to our wonder- 
ful lives back in the United 
States, where we had fami- 
lies, houses, cars, and too 
many possessions. The chil- 
dren would remain at the or- 
phanage without any of 
these. “Why?” I thought to 
myself. Over the next few 
hours, I pondered this ques- 
tion and eventually came to a 
simple conclusion: we are 
lucky. 

What I took away from 
this experience, and what I 
hope that everyone can take 
from hearing about it is that 
life is random. Mr. Diamond 
has a profound understand- 
ing of this idea. Think about 
it. His annual visits to the or- 
phanage are an attempt to 
shape what is random and 
unfair into something slight- 
ly more just. I realize now 
that we take so much in life 
for granted. I have gained a 
deeper appreciation for my 
family, friends, school, and 
possessions; and I will al- 
ways keep in the back of my 
mind the orphans’ pleasure 
from our presence, grateful- 
ness for our donations, and 
positive energy despite their 
adverse circumstances. But 
regarding our fortunate cir- 
cumstances, I believe in what 
John F. Kennedy once said, 
“To whom much is given, 
much is expected.” 

We all should think about 
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Sweeping a few 
thoughts off the porch 




taking the time to reach out 
to those who are not so lucky. 

I will always remember the 
sense of fulfillment I gained 
from seeing how overjoyed 
the orphans were by our 
presence and by our dona- 
tions. The joy on their faces 
as they opened the bags of 
used clothes could be com- 
pared to the look of a child 
on Christmas morning. 

While I enjoyed seeing their 
excitement and gratitude, I 
began to wonder, why is their 
reaction to receiving our sec- 
ond hand items comparable • 
to our reaction to receiving 
brand new gifts? Do we de- 
serve any better than what 
they do? I feel an obligation 
to tty to reduce the differ- 
ence between our quality of 
life and theirs. One need not 
travel to another continent to 
fulfill this sense of obligation. 
As Dagobert D. Runes once 
stated, “People travel to far- 
away places to watch in fasci- 
nation the land of people 
they ignore at home.” Our 
community is full of people 
who would benefit greatly 
from our reaching out. 

I am grateful to Thayer 
Academy for providing me 
with such a life altering expe- 
rience. It has made me 
aware, as cliche as this might 
sound, that sometimes the 
best way to learn about your- 
self is to take risks and step 
out of your comfort zone. As 
I recollect the image of our 
van departing the orphanage 
while the children waved 
goodbye with their bodies 
pressed against the gates, I 
came to a realization. A real- 
ization that the wisdom I 
gained from this moment is a 
result of my trying some- 
thing new. In the United 
States many of us live narrow 
lives; so when you go to col- 
lege, broaden your horizon. 
Open yourself up to new ex- 
periences; when presented 
with the opportunity to try 
something different, don’t 
think twice. In the words of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, 

“Don’t be too timid and 
squeamish about your ac- 
tions. All life is an experi- 
ment. The more experiments 
you make the better.”

5 THINGS TO DO THIS WEEK 

There’s plenty going on in and around Cohasset

This weekend, the Democ- 
rats’ campaigns move out of 
the living rooms of insiders 
and activists, and into the at- 
tention of ordinary voters. At 
least they hope so. 

For more than a year, the 
five Democrats running for 
governor have been pitching 
their candidacies to a small 
sliver of the electorate: De- 
mocrats likely to come out to 
the party caucuses in Febru- 
ary and early March. They’ve 
had coffee and wine with 
Democratic Town Committee 
members from Williamstown 
to Wellfleet; they’ve had inti- 
mate chats with state reps, 
union leaders and people who 
hold no office but are consid- 
ered influential. 

All those private, small- 
group auditions, and the or- 
ganization-building that goes 
with them, were aimed at get- 
ting delegates committed in 
the caucuses. From there, the 
Candidates’ target audience 
gets narrowed even further, 
to a few thousand uncommit- 
ted delegates. 

i If you are one of those dele- 
gates, you probably can name 
(dl five candidates for gover- 
por. You’ve probably chatted 
with each, at least once. If 
you’re an ordinary voter, 
you’re probably able to name 
{Vttomey General Martha 
prakley, and maybe TVeasur- 
f r Steve Grossman. As for the 
other three... hmmm. Can 
you give me a due? 

For the record, they are 
Juliette Kayyem, Don 
Berwick and Joe Avellone. 

| The beauty of the living 
room process is that lesser 
known, underfunded candi- 
dates like these can build sup- 
port one conversation at a 
time, through charisma, ideo- 
logical purity and grassroots 
prganization. That’s how De- 
<ral Patrick, nearly unknown 
tvhen he first announced for 



governor, blew away the com- 
petition in the 2006 caucuses 
and convention. 

That appears not to have 
happened this time around. 
Kayyem’s personal energy has 
impressed some Democrats. 
Berwick has appealed to 
some on ideological grounds, 
loudly backing single-payer 
health care and opposing 
casinos. Avellone’s economic 
development message is bet- 
ter geared toward a general 
election campaign, though 
he’s tried to make inroads in 
the state’s struggling “gateway 
rities.” 

But there’s been no great 
wave of grassroots enthusi- 
asm for anyone coming out of 
the caucuses, so the specula- 
tion going into this weekend’s 
convention in Worcester is a 
familiar numbers game: 
Which of the five will get the 
15 percent of delegates re- 
quired for a spot on the pri- 
mary ballot? 

Grossman, who most con- 
cede won the organizational 
test of the caucuses, and 
Coakley are considered a lock. 
If one or more of the second- 
tier candidates makes 15 per- 
cent, expect lots of talk about 
games and strategy. Did 
Grossman or Coakley throw 
some of their delegates to an 
opponent to get another can- 
didate on the ballot? Which 
of the frontrunners will be 
helped or hurt by a larger 
field? Since the mayor of 
Boston is traditionally the 
kingmaker in Democratic 
state politics, what role will 
Marty Walsh play in this dra- 
ma? 

That political thicket sur- 
rounds the governor’s race. 
Even further removed from 
the public’s gaze are the cam- 
paigns and maneuvers for 
other races between Democ- 
rats: Two strong candidates 
for attorney general will make 
it to the primary, but it’s likely 
that one or more of the four 
running for lieutenant gover- 
nor and the three running for 
treasurer won’t survive 
Worcester. 

Whether any candidate 
gets a post-convention 



bounce will also be a topic of 
speculation, but there will be 
no conclusive answers until a 
larger subset of the electorate 
- registered Democrats - 
votes in the September pri- 
mary. 

Not everyone is thrilled 
with this process. “There’s a 
million Democrats out there 
who are going to be very dis- 
affected if they don’t have 
candidates that offer more 
than the spectrum of maybe 
two insiders that have been 
running for a decade," Avel- 
lone complained at a debate 
last week, which doesn’t 
sound like he’s expecting to 
make it to the next round. 

The long road to Election 
Day - from living rooms, to 
caucus rooms, to the conven- 
tion floor, a summer of cam- 
paigning and a primary that 
produces candidates with a 
large advantage going into 
the general election - may 
not be the most (small-d) 
democratic. It empowers in- 
cumbents, insiders and ac- 
tivists, leaving independent 
centrist voters out of the 
process until the final act But 
for (big-d) Democrats, who’ve 
dominated the state for gen- 
erations, it seems to work. 

Now, a promotional note: 
This week, we are launching 
MassPoliticalNews.com, a 
collaboration of more than 
100 Massachusetts newspa- 
pers owned and managed by 
GateHouse Media New Eng- 
land. This project features a 
website that will bring to- 
gether campaign coverage 
from newspapers across east-

♦1-74 BILLION ENVIRONMENTAL BOND BILL (H 4138) 

House 138-5, approved and sent to the Senate a $1.74 billion environmental bond package allowing the state to borrow funds to finance various environmental projects. The House during floor 
debate added an estimated $186 million in extra spending, mostly for projects in individual districts. The measure includes dozens of earmarks costing hundreds of millions of dollars proposed by 
individual representatives and designed to fund projects in their districts. The projects are actually more of a “wish list”: The Patrick administration is required to adhere to the state’s annual bond 
borrowing cap and ultimately decides which projects are affordable and actually get funded. 

Supporters said this landmark environmental legislation package is a fiscally responsible one which will help the state and local communities improve the environment They argued it is fair 
and balanced and provides for important projects in all parts of the state. 

Opponents said the package, pushed by the Democratic leadership, is loaded with unnecessary spending, particularly in districts where Democratic legislators have Republican challengers in 
November. Others said the state already has the highest debt per capita in the nation and argued more borrowing will devastate our children’s already debt-ridden future.

AMBER ALERT (S 2178) 

Senate 38-0, approved and sent to the House a bill designed to improve and enhance the state's Amber Alert System that helps recover abducted children by interrupting regular radio and TV 
programming to broadcast information that could help recover the child. Information is also broadcast on electronic signs along highways, in airports and on cell phones. 

Provisions include codifying the entire Amber Alert System into law; requiring more descriptive information in the missing child database including identifying marks, prosthetics or surgical 
implants, photographs, description of clothing, items that may be with the missing child and his or her means of transportation; allowing the State Police to coordinate with law enforcement agen- 
cies in other states; and establishing training guidelines for 911 operators. 

Supporters said this important bill would enhance the state's invaluable Amber Alert System. They noted since its inception in the Bay State in 2002, the alert has been activated 15 times and 
successfolly recovered and reunited 23 children with their families.

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

STATU 1 E OF I IMITATIONS FOR SEX CRIMES AGAINST CHILDREN (H 4126) - The House gave initial approval to a bill increasing the statute of limitations during which a person can file 
a civil suit for child sexual abuse. Current law allows victims to file a suit up until the age of 21 while the bill would increase the age to 53. The extension is w*tmarHwff,r rliiifna agains t artiml per- 
petrators of abuse and prospective for others with indirect liability like supervisors. 

Supporters said that many children who are victims of sexual abuse are not emotionally ready to confront the situation until many years later. They argued that current law is unfair allows 

many sexual predators to get away with their crimes. 

Opponents said that the bill goes too far because evidence and memories are often hazy, unclear and unreliable after many years. They argued that the bill would result in many people being 
wrongly convicted. 

DEER HUNTING (H 4114) - ike House approved and sent to the Senate a bill that would allow deer hunting on Sundays with a bow and arrow, rsinwnt law hang any h unting nn S unday s 

Supporters said it is time to abolish this puri tan i ca l ban and stop Bay State hunters from traveling to and spending money in neighboring states where Sunday hunting is legal. 

Opponents said an additional day of hunting is inhumane to animals and dangerous for people who want to take nature walks and enjoy the wildlife on Sundays, when many are not at work. 
The)' cited a poll showing that 86 percent of Bay State residents support this restriction 

The House also rejected an amendment that would give local cities and towns the option to opt out of the law and ban Sunday hunting. 

BURIAL BENEFITS (H 8766) -The House approved and sent to the Senate a bill changing the current law that provides $4,000 for the burial of a person who dies as a result of an injury on 
the job under the Workers' Compensation Act. The bill would increase the amount to “eight times the state’s average weekly wage.’ That wage is currently $1,181.28 so the present benefit would be 
$9,450.24. 

Supporters said $4,000 is insufficient and noted the amount hasn't been raised since a hike from $2,000 to $4,000 in 1992. They argi led that the average cost of a funeral has doubled in those 
22 yean and that tying it to average wages in the state will ensure the amount keeps up with the economy. 

ABANDONED RABIES (H 188) - The House gave initial approval to a bill that would allow newborns under the age of seven days to be surrendered to 911 emergency responders. The 2004 law 
currently allows parents to leave their baby under the age of seven days at a police or fire station or hospital emergency room. 

Supporters said that adding 911 responders would save more lives and give young, scared mothers another option instead of unsafe abandonment and even death of the baby. 

REQUIRE AUDIO RECORDING WHEN USING LASER GUNS (H 8815) - The Committee on Public Safety and Homeland Security has recommended approval of a local option bill that 
would require that all newly purchased taser guns used by police officers be outfitted with an audio recorder. The proposal would only take effect in cities or towns that approve it It would also 
“grandfather ui’ existing taser guns already owned by the dty or town. 

Supporters said this will ensure there is an audio recording when a taser gun is used so there won’t be any questions about what was said by the police officer or the person who is tased. 

NO PICTUHES BY FIRSL RESPONDERS (H 4040) - The House gave initial approval to a bill that would prohibit police officers, firefighters, paramedics and other first responders from pho- 
tographing victims at crime and accident scenes or forwarding such photos to others. The only exceptions would be if it is done in the performance of official duties or upon the consent of the vic- 
tim or, if the victim is unable to consent, an immediate family member. 

Supporters said the bill will protect the privacy of victims in this digital age. 
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from stores with pharmacies, 
such as CVS, Walgreens and 
Stop & Shop, as well as small- 
er, independent stores. Zemel 
said he reached out to local 
“mom and pop" store owners, 
one of whom did not wish to 
speak on record but indicated 
that he was opposed to the 
ban, as it would hurt his busi- 
nesses. One said that he was 
OK with the new restrictions 
as long as they were also 
adopted by neighboring towns, 
i so as not to lose his customers. 

The new regulations, in- 
cluding the pharmacy ban, will 
be effective January 1, 2015. 

The new regulations also 
restrict the sale of e-ciga- 
rettes; currently, customers 
of any age can purchase them 
in Cohasset, but under the 
new regulations the purchas- 
ing age will be 18. The health 
board also passed regulations 
prohibiting smoking in work- 
places and public places.

The board also voted unan- 
imously to adopt the 2013 
FDA Model Food Code, 
changing over from 1999 reg- 
ulations (see sidebar). Ac- 
cording to the health agent, 
Cohasset is the first munici- 
pality in the state to adopt 
these, although towns like 
Newton have adopted regu- 
lations from 2009. 

“Currently [most of] the 
state utilizes the 1999 food 
code,” said Zemel. “Cohasset is 
the first board of health in 
Massachusetts to adopt these” 
hew regulations, he added, 
i The board of health will 
hold a public forum on the 
topic on Tuesday, June 24 at 
i> p.m. in the downstairs meet- 
ing room of Cohasset Town 
Hall (41 Highland Ave.).

Tobacco restrictions 

The Board of Health adopted tobacco regulations that re- 
strict the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery products, 
effective January 1, 2015. Restrictions include: 1) regula- 
tion of nicotine delivery products the same as tobacco 
products; 2) regulation of cigar package size and pricing: 

3) prohibition of the sale and distribution of blunt wraps: 

4) prohibition of the sale of tobacco and nicotine delivery 
products at health care institutions (i.e., pharmacies) and 
educational institutions; and 5) enhanced signage re- 
quirements. 



Board of Health 
adopts 2013 food code 

The Cohasset Board of Health as unanimously an up- 
date to the Tbwn’s food regulations, bringing them up to 
the standards set out in the most recent US FDA Mod- 
el Food Code. The new Cohasset Food Regulations will 
make Cohasset the first community in Massachusetts to 
accept the 2013 FDA Food Code. 

The purpose of this regulation is to protect the health 
of the residents and general public in the Town of Co- 
hasset. An expanded statement of purpose is available 
for the public viewing at the Cohasset Board of Health, 
Permits & Inspections Department, and Tbwn Clerk’s of- 
fices. The authority for these regulations is granted to 
Boards of Health by MGL Chapter 111, Section 31. 

These regulations, which will become effective July 1, 
2014, adopt the 2013 edition of the FDA Model Food 
Code. Currently, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Regulations utilizes the 1999 FDA Food Code. The new- 
er code, which was developed through collaboration be- 
tween industry, government regulators, academia, and 
consumers, incorporates the most current scientific 
knowledge and industry practices in order to create a 
comprehensive, fair food safety standard. 

According to the U.S. Food & Drug Administration, the 
“benefits associated with complete and widespread 
adoption of the 2013 Food Code as statutes, codes and 
ordinances include: 

• Reduction of the risk of food-borne illnesses with- 
in food establishments, thus protecting consumers and 
industry from potentially devastating health conse- 
quences and financial losses. 

• Uniform standards for retail food safety that reduce 
complexity and better ensure compliance. 

• The elimination of redundant processes for estab- 
lishing food safety criteria. 

• The establishment of a more standardized ap- 
proach to inspections and audits of food establish- 
ments.” 

Copies of the regulation are available at the Cohasset 
Board of Health office in both hard copy and electron- 
ic formats. Additionally, a hard copy is available for view- 
ing at the Cohasset Permits and Inspections Department 
and Town Clerk’s office during normal business hours. 

In order to prepare for the implementation of the new 
regulations, the Cohasset Board of Health will be host- 
ing a public forum on Diesday, June 24 at 5 p.m. in the 
Basement Meeting Room of Cohasset Town Hall, 41 
Highland Ave. AD interested parties (which includes: gen- 
eral public, businesses, and professional associations) are 
invited to meet with representatives of the Cohasset 
Board of Health in order to discuss the relevant changes, 
and how this affects the practice of food safety in the 
Town of Cohasset.
